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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant independent claims 1, 8, 15 and 22 are allowable over the prior art of 
record by (a) including the step or structure for generating a calibration filter based upon 
a calibration pulse compression signal received at a receiver from a transmitter, an 
estimate of noise and a previously defined ideal signal, and (b) the step or structure for 
applying the generated calibration filter to reflected pulse compression signals to 
thereby generate a calibrated signal.
